Rep. Collins Criticizes New Yorks Spending 


Congressman Jim Collins, 
said this week that “ the big 
Northern cities have to stop 
thinking they can get a free 
ride from Washington.” 
Collins 
rem arks 
were 
made during a television 
interview for a program on 
big cities in America and the 
problems 
they 
face. 
The 
show will air Ju ly 16 on 
Public Broadcast networks 
across the nation. 
C o n g ressm an 
C o llin s 
based his statement on the 
results 
of his study on 
reasons for New York City’s 
bankruptcy and how that 
city com par^ economically 
with 
D allas, 
which 
he 
represents. 
“ New York City has spent 
itself into bankruptcy,’’ he 
said. 
“ New- 
York 
spends 
more per capita on free 
services than any other city 
in ’he United States. They 
have forgotten the fact that 
the 
unstable 
economic 
climate, created by over- 
extending 
their 
free 
ser­ 
vices, has driven industry 
away 
from 
the 
city—and 
business is what keeps your 
economy and job climate 
healthy,” Collins said 
Collins’ study showed that 
one out of every eight per­ 
sons in New York received 
w elfare payments which 
were higher than any in the 
nation. Pu blic assistance 
programs were begun under 
the G reat 
Society plan, 
which offered federal funds. 
H ow ever, 
when 
those 
federal funds dwindled, the 
programs, which had grown 
at enormous rates, were not 
cut 
back, 
according 
to 
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Collins. Thv city now must 
allocate 27 percent of its 
budget 
to sustain 
those 
welfare programs, he said 
“ New York has escalated 
its 
problems by 
granting 
exhorbitant 
increases in 
salaries 
and 
benefits.” 
Collins 
added. 
“ The 
city 
currently 
pays 
$1 
billion 
each year 
for retirement 
funds, 
and 
salaries 
have 
risen out of proportion. 
“ The difference between 
my city of Dallas and New 
York 
is 
un b elievab le,” 
Collins said “ For example, 
a policeman in New York 
earns 
$17,458 
w hile 
policemen in Dallas earn 
$12,120, and they must have 
worked three years to reach 
that salary.” 
Collins continued 
with 
more 
exam ples. 
“ A 
sanitation worker in New 
York City earns $15,731. In 
Dallas, a sanitation worker 
earns 
between 
$5662 
and 
$7044. Sanitation chiefs only 
earn $8,832.” 
Turning to the area of 
business Collins said. “ New 
York has really hurt itself by 
providing 
such 
a 
d is co u ra g in g 
business 
climate. In 1968, 198 of the 
top 
1,000 
industrial 
com­ 
panies 
had 
their 
headquarters 
in 
the city. 
Today, only 120 remain. 
“ Dallas and the Southwest 
Metroplex rank third in the 
nation 
in

number of 
m illion-dollar

worth 


companies,” he continued 
“ W e 
attract 
industry 
because 
of 
our 
stable 
economy Dallas operates a 
balanced budget 
and our

When Stacey Dillahay, of 
Vincentown, N.J., was one- 
and-a-half years old she was 
stricken by a rare form of 
muscle cancer that doctors 
usually fight with drastic 
surgery. But specialists at 
the Children’s Hospital of 
Philadelphia 
instead used 
minimal amounts of three 
forms of treatment. 
Now Stacey is a happy, 
active 5-year-old, apparently 
cured. 
Dr. 
Audrey 
E. 
Evans, 
director of the hospital’s 
oncology (tumor) 
division 
and 
Stacey’s 
pediatric 
specialist, 
says 
that 
childhood cancer centers 
have pioneered in com­ 
prehensive, team treatment 
that gives patients the best 
chance for a good recovery. 
The 
late 
Dr. 
Sidney 
Farber, an ACS leader in the 
late 1940s, introduced the 
total-care concept of cancer 
treatment for children. He 
established the Children’s 
Cancer 
Research 
Foun­ 
dation in Boston, the first 
institution of its kind. 
The concept uses large 
medical centers with teams 
of medical specialists, plus 
s o c i a l 
w o r k e r s , 
psychologists, 
homecare 
nurses and chaplains to help 
cancer patients and their 
families adjust to problems. 
Recently, Stacey’s mother 
recalled how her daughter’s 
ordeal began. 
When 
a 
tumor 
that 
resembled a harmless wart 
began growing, their doctor 
referred the Dillahays to a 
skin specialist for a biopsy. 
The dermatologist then sent 
the fam ily to Children’s 
Hospital, where Stacey .was 
admitted immediately. 
She 
had ( 
rhab­ 
domyosarcoma, or cancer of 
the muscle tissue, involving 
a tumor near her anus. 
Usually, surgeons would 
remove both the anus and 
the lower part of the rectum. 
Then, they would perform a 
colostomy to channel wastes 
through an opening, 
or 
stoma, in the abdominal wall 
into a bag which Stacey 
probably would have had to 
wear all her life. 
Because of this disfiguring 
effect, the doctors instead 
decided on minimal surgery 


combined with radiation and 
chemotherapy. 
After the operation, Stacey 
began more than two years 
of treatment, sometimes 
receiving daily doses of 
radiation.

therapy. Treatment was sus­ 
pended occasionally. 
Stacey 
has

1940s, 
victims of the most common 
childhood cancer, 
acute 
lymphocytic leukemia, had a 
life expectancy of only three 
months. Current figures 
show that six per cent now 
live about five years. In 
contrast, 
the 
five-year 
survival rate of children 
given comprehensive care is 
50 per cent. 
The cancer 
death rate for all children 
under 15 in the United States 
declined from 8.4 per 100,000 
in 1950 to 6.2. in 1970.

..DEAR DR. GREENSTONE, My preschooler has a very 
active and vivid imagination. So much so, that she now 
pretends that she has a pet dog, and at times an invisible 
friend. These “companions” are with her most of the time, 
and she treats them like they were real. How normal is 
this behavior? My husband and I are becoming a bit con­ 
cerned. 
DEAR READER, The use of fantasy and imagination are 
healthy functions in most children. Even in adults, ex­ 
cursions into fantasy and the use of imagination can be, and 
often are, sources of pleasure and refreshment in an often 
oppressively realistic world. 
As a child develops through various stages of his or her 
life, certain fears and worries may be acquired which are 
both real and some which are imagined. Regardless of how- 
much we, as parents, try to eradicate such experiences, they 
still occur with great frequency. 
The child confronted with these fears, perceiving them as 
real, seeks ways in which to cope and to relieve the 
discomfort. Fantasy often serves this purpose. 
For instance, a youngster who may have certain fearful 
notions about dogs, may conjure up a m ake believe 
surrogate over which she wields ultimate control. Through 
her imagined canine counterpart, she can work out her fears 
about dogs in real life. 
The nature of such a pretend animal is often different from 
those in her fears. It is often meek, growling, easily 
reprimanded, and quickly, often harshly, banished to the 
doghouse in the closet or behind the sofa. 
As the fear of dogs comes more and more under self­ 
control, the need for the fantasized creature becomes less 
and less. This is at least one way that such fantasy ex­ 
perience may be constructively used. 
It should be said that, to the extent that the fears are 
imagined and not conformed in reality, will the imagination 
serve the child effectively in resolving such fears. If, 
however, the child has actually suffered a bad attack from a 
dog or other animal, the likelihood that fantasy alone will 
reduce all of the fears experienced is diminished. More 
severe symptoms may be present, and additional help may 
be needed. 
All fantasy of the type you described, including imaginary 
playmates and the like, represent your child’s attempt to 
gain mastery in a real world over which she knows that she 
has little or no control. Being unable to accomplish this task 
in reality, she seeks to accomplish it in fantasy through a 
world and with “ people” and “ animals” all of her own doing. 
This imaginary world is controlled and manipulated at 
will by her. “Playm ates” are subject to her whims and 
desires, and can appear and disappear as she sees fit to have 
them do so. As personal mastery becomes greater, the need 
for “Puff, the magic dragon” becomes less, and eventually 
vanishes. 
Note also, that your daughter knows that her “ world" and 
her pretend friends are not real, and often will tell you this. 
The unreality of it, however, in no way makes it less of an 
important process which she uses to her own advantage as 
she develops. Your understanding of this is of great im­ 
portance.

The practice 
of witchcraft is unsettling 
our efforts to clean up 
soccer.’ 
Observers estimate 95 per 
cent of Kenya soccer clubs 
hire 
witch 
doctors 
or 
soothsayers to help them win 
matches. 
The witch doctors, many 
of whom have become rich, 
claim they can: 
—Make the ball disappear. 
—Make it swerve at a vital 
moment. 
—Prevent 
players from 
scoring by freezing their 
bodies momentarily. 
—Move the net when an 
opposing player tries to 
score. 
Recently, soccer matches 
have been plagued by a 
series of witchcraft incidents 
involving birds and animals. 
At one game fans nearly 
rioted when a pigeon was 
seen hovering over one goal. 
The fans contended it was 


put there by witchcraft to 
keep 
their 
team 
from 
scoring. They 
halted 
the 
game while police caught the 
bird and carried it out of the 
stadium. 
At another game, 
fans 
insisted a dead cat found 
outside the stadium also was 
inspired by witchcraft. 
Last 
y ear 
officials 
threatened to disband one 
winning 
team 
because 
players 
and 
officials 
allegedly consulted a witch 
doctor. 
But the sorcerers recently 


have lost face. 
Last month, one official 
challenged Kenya clubs with

1/2 to three-fourths cup finely-crushed peppermint stick 
candy 
3 cups chilled milk 
I pint vanilla ice cream (more if desired) 
peppermint sticks, whole 


Combine crushed candy and milk in blender. Beat until 
candy is dissolved. Drop spoonfuls of ice cream loosely into 
serving glasses and fill glasses with candy milk mixture. 
Garnish with peppermint sticks and bits of chopped candy. 
Makes four servings. 


Orange-Candy Freeze 


I small can (6-ounce) undiluted frozen orange juice con­ 
centrate 
10-12 large lemon or orange flavored sour balls, finely 
crushed (about one-third cup) 
I tray ice cubes, finely crushed bing or marshchino cherries 
mint 
candy stick sippers 


Combine orange juice concentrate and crushed candies in 
blender. Mix thoroughly until candy is dissolved and mix­ 
ture becomes syrupy. Fill paper cups or small glasses with 
crushed ice. Pour orange juice and candy mixture over top 
of ice in each cup until color is evenly spread. Garnish with 
cherries and mint. Insert candy sippers. Makes 4 to 6 “snow- 
cone” servings. 


If your family gives you that “ho hum look when you put 
ham on the table, your ham needs help. Two things can do 
the trick and brighten those tired ham appetites around the 
table. First is barbecuing in a covered barbecue kettle to 
give the ham the rich, smoke-oven flavor that only outdoor 
cooking can achieve. A covered kettle helps seal in the 
natural juices and give the outside of the ham a crisp, brown 
texture. Second is to add one of a variety of glazes to encrust 
the ham with a distinct sweet or tangy taste. Try one or more 
of the following on your future hams. 


Cranberry Glaze 


I cup mashed jellied cranberries 


* 4 teaspoon ginger 


> 4 teaspoon cinnamon 
One-third cup packed dark brown sugar 


Honey-Orange Glaze 


>2 cup packed dark brown sugar 
1, cup honey 


4 cup orange juice 


Peach Glaze 


I cup peach preserves 
I tablespoon lemon juice 


1 2 teaspoon ginger 


Baked Ham Glaze 


1 2 cup packed brown sugar 
I 1 2 teaspoons salad mustard 
2 teaspoons water 


Prepare the charcoal brickets for indirect cooking by 
stacking them to the sides on the fire grill. Use an 
aluminum foil drip pan for the area between them. Allow the 
coals to gray ail over before putting on the meat. 
To prepare the ham score the fat diagonally and insert a 
whole clove at the center of each diamond that is formed by 
scoring. Cook over indirect medium heat for 9 minutes per 
pound. Thirty minutes before the ham is done brush on the 
glaze of your choice and 15 minutes before removing ham, 
garnish with pineapples and cherries and glaze for the last 
time.

DEAR POLLY - My wife has two or three expensive 
bikinis that also have sentimental value. The halter tops 
have metal fasteners at the back that clip together Since 
she has become larger through the bust they will not fasten 
although the ties around the neck are fine. Is there a way 
she can extend the straps in th back or extend the clips0 —

DEAR MR.A.C. — If the ties that hold the top of the 
halter top are long enough some might be cut off the end of 
each tie. Then this could be added to the lower back, one 
piece on each side, to make it meet. The metal fasteners 
could be moved out to the ends of the newly attached 
pieces. The strips could be stitched to belting or grosgrain 
ribbon so they would hold their shape better. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is really a suggestion for 
manufacturers of outdoor garbage cans. It seems they could 
make extra lids in the various sizes so we could pruchase just a 
lid when needed. They usually get banged up while the can itself 
is still in good condition. It is so expensive to have to buy an en­ 
tire new can just to have one with a good lid. — V Z. 
DEAR POLLY - I love plants of all kinds. I’ve successfully 
grown plants from orange, grapefruit, tangerine and lemon 
seeds. 
Baby food jars or tomato sauce cans are good for such planting 
as they do not take a lot of soil. Keep the pot in a warm place and 
be sure to mark the container with the kind of seed and the date 
planted. When plants are about four inches tall put just one or two 
in a five-inch pot. 
Tangerine seeds take the longest to sprout. Oranges plants are 
the fastest growing and bear when about two years old. I have 
seen orange plants only four or five inches tall in nurseries for 
about three dollars and you can grow your own for practically 
nothing. — BETHEL. 
DEAR POLLY — I have a three-pronged towel rack that I use 
for hanging up my wet rubber gloves so the air circulates around 
them and helps the drying.

calorie is the kilocalorie or 
large calorie and equals KUM) 
calories of heat energy. 
It s no sim ple m atter to 
d eterm in e 
how' 
m any 
calories a person needs. It 
depends on how much food 
energy, or calories, is e x ­ 
pended during the day. This 
depends on age. body size 
and shape, physical activity, 
and even the weather 
“ In 
g e n e r a l.” 
D r. 
C elender 
s a y s, 
“ calo rie 
needs decrease with age and 
increase with size, though 
not p ro p o rtio n ately . F o r 
exam ple, a 160 pound man 
will 
use 
m ore 
c a lo rie s 
climbing a flight of stairs 
than a HO pound w om en.” 
A business man who sits at 
a desk most of the day needs 
about 
45 
percent 
le ss 
calories than a construction 
worker of sim ilar size and 
Univ build. 
Calorie expenditure goes 
up one-half of one percent for 
each 1.8 degrees over 86 
degrees Fahrenheit. But if 
the air is too cold, the body 
will burn more calories just 
to keep itself warm In light 
of this, m aybe the calorie 
counter has another reason 
besides energy conservation 
for turning down the ther­ 
mostat . 
D espite 
the 
fa c to rs 
mentioned above, scientists 
and nutritionists know that 
everybody needs a minimum 
number of calories just to 
carry on vital functions. This 
m ay be considered the idling 
speed of the body. It includes 


the energy necessary for the 
heart to beat, the lungs to 
inflate and deflate, the in­ 
testin es to co n tract and 
relax. I Cs the energy needed 
to think, to drink and to 
blink. It even takes calories 
to eat! 


Calorie needs can be a c ­ 
cu rately d eterm in ed only 
under laboratory conditions. 
However. tfe«re IS a general 
method forgeterm ining your 
m inim um c alo rie n eed s: 
M ultiply your w eight in 
pounds by ll, subtracting IO 
percent of this sum if you are 
fem ale. But rem em ber this 
is only a rough estim ate and 
does not 
include an

factor or the calories needed 
for your daily activities and 
exercise 


A method generally a c ­ 
cepted by nutritionists for 
finding the daily calorie need 
follows this form ula. First, 
figu re 
your

calorie need 
Multiply this 
number by 130 percent if 
most of your waking hours 
are spent in sedentary a c ­ 
tivity, by 150 percent if you 
engage in light activity and 
bv 170 percent if you are 
m oderately active. Multiply 
by 2(H) percent if your work 
in v o lv e s 
c o n s id e r a b le 
strenous activity 
In addition to problems 
involved

calo rie 
need, 
m ost 
n u tritio n ists a g re e it 
is 
difficult to asse ss the calorie 
values of specific foods. In 
laboratories an instrument 
called a calorim eter is used 
to m easure the number of 
calories produced by certain 
foods. 
“ The calorie values found 
in diet books are estim ates 
at best and should be v iewed 
as general guidelines only,” 
Dr. Celender says.
